And to many young people, a 


hot-rod is an outlet for pent emo- 
tions ... a way to unleash anger 
against codes of society by driving 
madly over streets and highways. 


But there Is a third category 


of young and old alike who be- 
lieve hot-rods In themselves are 
not'undesirable, that they might 
be socially approved under cer- 
tain conditions. 
• • • 


A group of such individuals, 


comprised of members in and 
around Dixon, is being organized to 
put hot-rods On a respectable and 
legitimate basis. 


According to Dixon Police Sgt. 


J. E. VanMeter, who attended a 
recent meeting of the Hot-Rod 
Club, the principles upon which'the 
organization 
i> founded 
should 


prove socially acceptable. 


One of the main objectives of 


the club Is to create a self-gov- 
erning organization which would 
keep hot-rod enthusiasts within 
limits of the law. 


A stigma has grown up around 


Irresponsible hot-rod drivers who 
believe they have title to the roads 
. . . daring anyone to get in their 
way. 


The local hot-rod group would 


like to wipe out this brand by 
building up a reputation backed by 
standards of courtesy and respect 
for the law. • • • 


The activities of the club include 


discussion gatherings, where the 
latest innovations in the hot-rod 
realm could be evaluated, and de- 
monstration contests. 


Basically, hot-rod fans are per- 


sons with a sincere interest in 
mechanics. They try to express 
that interest by designing better 
cars from the standard models 
available. 
, 


The purpose of legitimate hot- 


rod drivers Is not to become a 
public menace 
by 'careening 


around the streets and cluttering 
up police ffles. 


Rather, it is to show how their 


Ideas on mechanics can improve 
the functioning of a motor vehicle. 
This is done at competitive events 
on and off public highways. 
• * * 


Some of .the contests are con- 


ducted on private stretches of 
road, away from public traffic. 
Others are on regular highways*, 
but conducted in accord with traf- 
fic regulations. 


Speed races usually are run on 


private roads unless the speed Is 
within legal limits. 
• • • 


According to Van Meter, one of 


the first events of the local hot-rod 
club may be an efficiency run. 


This Involves driving » car 


, «ver a predetermined route on 


the public highway, abiding by 
every tow, In an effort to find 
out which vehicle c*n cover the 
distance most efficiently. 
The time and functioning of the 


car is recorded at the end .of the 
run, usually at a picnic area, where 
the best car and driver is awarded 
a trophy. 


To insure that hot-rod drivers 


abide by the law, it has been pro- 
posed that club penalties also be 
imposed on violators, in addition 
<o those of the courts. 
• • • 


VanMeter said this hot-rod pro- 


gram has worked in other arts* 
throughout the nation, cutting down 
traffic violation* by "free-lance" 
drivers considerably. 


Those drivers intending to "hit 


the road" at the first sign of good 
motoring weather might do well to 
look into the organisation.

Flanders (R-Vt) did a 
service by pointing, up the 
freat danger of party-split- 
ing strife in his senate speech 
critical of Sen. 
McCarthy.

Eisenhower said he wanted to 


make it clear he was not issuing 
any blanket endorsement of Flan- 
ders' speech, but also told a news 
conference: 


He believes the CBS and NBC 


networks did the fair and proper 
thing in giving the Republican 
party.free network time for a reply 
to Stevenson while denying it to 
McCarthy as an individual. 


Would Be Impossible 


Eisenhower commented that any 


political speaker might mention 
critically the names of 20 or more 
persons ana that it would be Im- 
possible for-the networks to give 
each of them time for rebuttal. 


The subject of Flanders' speech 


was brought up when a reporter 
asked 
Eisenhower, whether he 


sympathized with what Flanders 
had to say. 


The Vermont lawmaker 
con 


tended in a Senate speech Tuesday 
that McCarthy's tactics in pursu- 
ing internal subversion were di- 
verting the country's attention 
from greatest dangers from with- 
out. Flanders said too that Mc- 
Carthy "by intention or through 
ignorance" was "doing his best to 
shatter" the Republican party. 


The President laughed heartily 


at the question and said he had 
been certain he was going to get 
a query about Flander* speech. 


The Republican party, Eisen- 


hower commented, now is the 
party of responsibility, so charged 
by the people. 


Doing Service 


He added that when Flanders 


pointed up the danger of interne- 
cine warfare, in situations which 
magnify the danger of personal 
aggrandizement — those things 
which endanger the program of 
the administration — Flanders is 
doing a service in pointing up such 
situations. 


Eisenhower said also that when 


a situation develops where you are 
going three or four directions at 
one time, Well, then, it is just se- 
rious.

A 88-year-old Waterloo, la., truck driver escaped unscathed today

When he applied his brakes, the 


truck smarted to swerve on the 
bridge. Able to keep it from crash- 
ing into the sides of the span, Hen- 
ninger reached the north bank of 
Rock river before the vehicle over- 
turned. .

WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower tackled two 
hot issues today by (1) de- 
scribing as nonsense 
the 


Democratic charge that the 
Republican party is a divided 
camp and (2) announcing 


at he will speak to the na- 


ion on taxes. 


In a far-ranging news confer* 


ence, Eisenhower also said he 
agreed generally witrf what Sen. 
Flanders (R-Vt) said Monday in a 
Senate speech. Flanders accused 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) of trying to 
shatter the Republican party; he 
also said he found much to praise 
as well as to deplore in McCar- 
thy's activities. 


Permits Quotation 


The President used the word 


"nonsense," permitting direct quo- 
tation, in commenting on Adlai 
Stevenson's charge that the Re- 
publicans are split "half McCarthy 
and half Eisenhower." 


Eisenhower's announcement of a 


speech on his tax program came 
amid efforts in Congress to cut 
taxes more than the administra- 
tion thinks can be done safely at 
this time. 


He said he would discuss his tax 


program on both television and 
radio, probably next week. He said 
the speech to the people will deal 
with the general philosophy of the 
program. 


On the other matters, the Presi- 


dent: 


1. Declared he sees no particu- 


lar need for TV and radio net- 
works to grant free time to any- 
one other than vice president Nix* 
on for a reply to Stevenson's crit- 
icism of the Republicans. McCar- 
thy is demanding time to make a 
reply of his, own to what Steven- 
son, the 1952 Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, said about him. 


Comment On War 


2. Declared 
emphatically that 


the United States never will be- 
come involved in any war unless 
such a step results from constitu- 
tional processes. He made that 
reply when asked what would hap- 
pen if any of the Americans sta- 
tioned in Indochina if technicians 
should be captured. 


3. Said his primary interest, 


during all his years in the Army, 
and since, has been for the secur- 
ity of the United States. That was 
in comment on Stevenson's criti- 
cism of the "new look" defense 
program. Eisenhower declared he 
never-will do anything he feels is 
against the best security interests 
of the U. S., and added with much 
emphasis that he was not going to 
demagogue about it. 


4. Repeated that he favors con- 


sideration of Hawaiian and Alas- 
kan statehood 
bills separately. 


There is a move in the Senate 
sponsored by Democrats, to tie 
Alaskan statehood to a pending 
bill which would make Hawaii the 
49th state. 


Sees No Hope 


5. Made it clear that he does not 


see a,t the present time that any 
good would come out of a four 
power conference of the United 
States. Russia, France and Great 
Britain. The President was told 
that Prime Minister Churchill of 
Britain had again advocated such 
a meeting. Eisenhower smiled and 
said he has disagreed with the 
Prime Minister in the past on 
some matters. 
• €. Commenting on the case of 
Col. Frank Schwable, who "con- 
fessed'^ during the Korean War 
that U. S. forces resorted to germ 
warfare, the President 
declared 


we should be careful- to be under- 
standing in judging such cases. He 
added that he had read that it is

There's No Absolute Security 


Against World's Fanatics' 


There is a popular notion that if we just take the right 


measures we can protect ourselves perfectly against Com- 
munists, spies, terrorists and the like. Unhappily, no system 
of vigilance is perfect. 
You may point to the Soviet Union and say that no ter- 


rorist plots have succeeded there. That is true. But we do 
not really know how many may have been tried. Further. 
more, in many instances such plots are hatched only when 
the product of success would be a significant change in a 
country's course of governing. 


So far as we know today, the spirit of revolt necessary 


to bring about that change does not exist in Russia. * 
*

The story in Nazi Germany was different. A plot car- 


ried out in a country at war could produce a government that 
would sue for peace and change the picture mightily. So the 
incentive was great. 


Germany was a police state like Russia. Government 


agents were everywhere. Their domestic spy network was 
organized on a neighborhood basis, and it led through the 
whole government structure itself. You could imagine no 
less likely place for a successful plot to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. 


Yet on July 20,1944, a German general walked into Hit- 


ler's eastern headquarters carrying a bomb in a brief case. 
He planted it beneath a long, heavy table where Hitler was 
standing with other officers. When it exploded it did se- 
vere damage to the room, and wounded Hitler and other 
officers. Hitler escaped death only because the heavy table 
took the worst shock of the bomb.

If that can happen in so severely policed a country as 


Nazi Germany, one would be foolish to say it could not occur 
in America. The recent Puerto Rican shooting is a reminder 
that we must take better precautions than we do. 


But we must not think that the multiplication of police- 


men and FBI agents will give us ironclad security against 
the fanatic and the plotter.

He has been 
given a penicillin injection occa- 
sionally, which helps the ear for 
two or three days and then il 
starts running again. Unless this 
is taken care of soon it may cause 
him a great deal of trouble in fu- 
ture years. 


The usual cause of running ears 


is a chronic infection in the mid- 
dle ear. The middle ear is a small 
cavity lying back of the drum 
membrane and connects by a 
small passageway with the nose. 
With an infection in the nose, such 
as a severe cold, the germs pass 
up this tube, called the eustachian 
tube, into the middle ear. The eu- 
stachian tube is likely to be block- 
ed up, pus forms in the middle 
ear under pressure, and the drum 
membrane is broken, so that the 
pus is discharged into the outer 
part of the ear. 


If the secretions become stag- 


nant there may be an unpleasant 
odor to the discharge. If drainage 
is blocked while infection is still 
present, pain may spread to the 
surrounding tissues, and fever may 
also be present. People who have 
this chronic infection are particu- 
larly susceptible to complications 
from colds. Too often the hearing 
becomes somewhat impaired, and, 
of course, the presence of a chron- 
ic infection always tends to create 
a run-down condition. 


In 
recent 
years 
considerable 


progress has been made in treat 
ment by the use of local applica- 
tions and surgical measures. But 
when it seems to be entirely 
checked and the discharge is gone, 
a new cold may bring back the 
condition all over again. Cleanli 
ness, including the removal of 
crusts and obstructions to drain' 
age is especially important. This 
is done by applying solutions or 
"drops." Suction has been used to 
clean out the middle ear of pus 
and mucus.

trate, special dressings, antiseptics 
and a kind of electrical treatment, 
called zinc ionization. have all 
been tried and are useful for some, 
but not all, victims of a chronic 
running ear. Removal of lymphoid 
tissue in the back of the nose with 
locally applied radium may be 
helpful, especially to children. 


Great improvements in surgical 


methods have 'taken place which 
make it possiBle to get at the 
source 'of the infection. Those pa- 
tients who cannot be cured by oth- 
er means may be relieved by op- 
eration. But the most important 
aspect of -the problem is the 
prompt treatment of an acute mid- 
dle ear infection by penicillin or 
the sulfas so that the chronic con- 
dition is prevented. In the case of 
this three-year-old boy, this may 
not be adequate to effect a cure.

I can see how to Hanno, a grown- 


up's claim to chocolate icing that 
was denied to her was such an im- 
pressive experience of injustice 
that she began to seek injustice 
everywhere. And never outgrowing 
her fear of protesting personal op- 
pression, she was drawn to the 
great"" abstract Cause of Every- 
body's Justice. 


For the people who operate that 


great abstract cause are very 
smart. They exist on unfcoused 
fury like Hanno's. 


They know that if your consci- 


ence won't let you fight for your- 
self, the fighting feelings can be 
easily exploited for the Grand 
Fight for everything and every- 
body but yourself. 


So I think that the truancy of 


Hanno and our 21 G.I.'s is some- 
thing to give us pause. 


A child's feeling for us becomes 


his feeling for his country. If, like 
Hanno's mother, we present our- 
selves as perfect, never to be 
questioned, he can oome to expect 
perfection from hi* country, toe. 
And aa he discover* its shorteom- 
inf«. he can feel ao betrayed that 
he feels Mte, instead cf under- 
standing. 


No country and no parent is per- 


fect. It i* by the acceptance of this 
truth that we must win children's 
love for America as well as lava 
for human fathers and

NEW YORK—"Who's Who in America," a monumental mass of 


petty information and* unsubstantiated claims concerning trivial human 
beings, is about to get out its 26th biennial issue. 


Wheeler Sammons, the publisher, is not mentioned in the volume 


for 1992-53 and I speculate that, either he had a true gentleman's opin- 
ion of the pretentiousness of most of the contents or meant us to under- 
stand that he looked with knowing disdain on the distinction implied by 
inclusion in his own work. 


Like the Social Register, this cumulative, arbitrary and fallible 


roll is no more authentic. Except by the personal 
standards of those who presume to confer notability, 
than a selection of the worst members of congress 
by a poll of anonymous Washington correspondents 
taken by Time, starting inevitably with Joe Mc- 
Carthy. 


It does include that small minority who may be 


truly important. But there are 48,716 biographies in 
the new book, an increase of 4,102 in two years not- 
withstanding the elimination of 5,819 who had made 
the grade in 1952-53.

That gain does not necessarily .indicate that great- 


ness is spreading twice as fast as death and desuetude do in the great. 
On the contrary, it seems to signify that the standards have been low- 
ered even to the level of the underworld. 


Yet, I would be' the last to deny 


that AI Capone and Joe Adonis 
have been greater Americans in 
their way than a gentleman select- 
ed at random who takes 41 lines to 
describe himself as a "housing and 
health administrator" and to list 
his chairmanships, past and cur- 
rent, of committees, including joint 
committees, too, on public, social 
and mental hygiene and an award 
for distinguished service to public 
health. Capone and Adonis have 
not improved the United States, but 
Franklin D. Roosevelt certainly 
was great in any fair meaning of 
the word and who would say that 
he left us better off than he found 
us? 


The editors of "Who's Who In 


America" acknowledge a resem- 
blance of them process to that of 
Tap Day at Yale, a melancholy rite 
it always seemed to me and de- 
grading on the whole to the student 
body which hangs around yearning 
for a scant few invitations to join 
societies of no known social or in- 
tellectual merit. 


The rejected majority invite ig- 


nominy by their pathetic hopes 
and here I find "who's Who In 
America" boasting in a handout 
that Andy Frain, of Chicago, who 
organized the ushers for fights, 
ball games and national political 
conventions, has been "tapped for" 
the new book under the title of 
"Crowd Engineer." 


Mr. Frain is at least up to the 


average in importance and person- 
al integrity, but I looked in vain 
for Ted Williams and remembered 
that Henry Mencken cavilled at

of misanthropic and generally un- 
employable white-collar bums, U}« 
rakings and scrapings of the News- 
paper Guild, the city rooms and the 
Washington bureaucracy under the 
genetic title of the Marshall Plan.

Off Tax at 10 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON UPV— House lead- 


ers of both parties predicted close 
to unanimous approval late today 
for a bill to slice about 912 million 
dollars a year off many excise 
taxes and to postpone for one year 
cuts scheduled in others. 


The bill would level off at 10 per 


cent all excise or sales tax rates 
now above that figure, except for 
liquor and tobacco, effective April 
1.

In the background, a big fight 


was shaping up for next Wednes- 
day and Thursday, when a bill to 
overhaul almost all tax laws is 
scheduled on the house floor. 


Democrats will fight to add a 


$100 increase in individual income 
tax exemptions for each taxpayer 
and each dependent. 


The bill up today would slash 


the present 25 per cent rate on 
long-distance telephone calls; cut 
in half the 20 per cent tax on 
movies, sports and other admission 
tickets, and on furs, jewelry, lug- 
gage, cosmetics, women's pocket- 
books, wallets, camera film and 
light bulbs; and cut one third from 
the present 15 per cent rate on 
sporting goods, pens, mechanical 
pencils, lighters, local telephone

becca Gross, the valiant lady editor 
who lost both legs in an automobile 
accident said he's sending for her 
passport. 


"But Becky," I gasped, "surely 


you can't be thinking of traveling 
yet." 


"Oh, no," she laughed... "not 


quite yet. I just wanted to find out 
how tall I was. Your passport is 
about the only document I know of 
that shows it." 


That remark, that attitude, is so 


characteristic of the Lock Haven, 
pa., newspaper woman who simply 
refuses to be sorry for herself, or 
to treat herself anyway but nor- 
mally. 


Must Decide 


"You see," she explained in her 


bright, quick way, "I've got to be- 
gin thinking about how tall I want 
to be." 


I still didn't qui'e understand. 
"I'm 
ordering my 
artificial 


soon," she continued, "and I've 
simply got to decide how tall J 
want to be." 


Rebecca Gross lost her legs 


about 6 p.m. on New Year's Eve. 
She was driving her car through 
Williamsport, Pa., on the way to 
the airport to meet her sister 
when, wham: There it was. Two 
cars collided at an intersection anc 
pinned Becky against a telephone 
pole. 


The left leg was amputated be 


low the knee, the right leg just 
above the knee. 


But save your sympathy for 


Borne who needs it. Becky has 
no use for it. She has finishec 
her first week at the Kessler In 
etitute for Rehabilitation in the 
nearby Orange Mountains. 


"Right now," she explained, "I'm 


doing this." 


She sat on a table. A'lQ pound 


weight hung- from her left leg 
which was suspended across an 
opening in the table:

strength in that leg,"»she smiled 


"What are you gomjfto do when 


you get through here?" 


A Normal Life 


"Go back home," she said, "and 


try to lead just as normal a life as 
possible." 


"How long is it going to take?," 
"I though about three months 


but I hear It'll probably take long 
er," she explained. "I'll learn to 
walk on one artificial leg first 
With crutches. And then I'll learn 
to walk on both legs." 


"Look," she said, "did you know 


people with no legs can have toe 
pains?" 


She explained. With a laugh. As 


usual. 


"Eddy," she said, "I'm getting 


real strong. I did 10 push up 
with my hands today. Why, before 
my accident, all I ever got up fo 
was to get a drink of water. And 
sometimes that was an effort. Now 
look at me. It's easy." 


"Becky was conducting a safetj 


campaign for her paper when she 
had her accident. 


I thought Becky had had enough 


bad breaks, but I discovered some 
thing else, something that perhap 
isn't known at all.

Name That Brew . .. 


PORTLAND, Ore. (^—-Nobody likes coffee, says 


the Oregonian—they just think they do. 


Because coffee—and prices—are in the news, the 


newspaper decided to try out tastes in the brew, particu- 
larly to find out about some "extenders." That is stuff 
mixed with the pure stuff to make it last longer. 


So the paper's food expert, Nancy Morris, brewed 


Up three pots and set them before a group of confirmed 
drinkers. One, pot A, was the pure stuff—nothing 
added. Pot B contained coffee and carmelized starch 
and calcium phosphate, an extender. Pot C ^contained 
two-thirds coffee, one-third cereal fig extender. 


The drinkers sampled brew from each pot. 
Five of them voted for pot C because they thought 


it was the pure coffee. One thought pot B had it. No 
one thought pot A, pure coffee, was much good. 


But all of them Agreed that Nancy Morris wasn't 


too hot as a coffee brewer. The stuff in all the pots, 
they insisted, was weak enough to fall on its face. 


Caracas Conference Will 
Adopt Anti-Red Proposal 


Dulles Doctrine' Will Be 
Voted on Next Saturday 


CARACAS. Venezuela UB— The 


Inter-American Conference headed 
today toward adoption, probably 
by Saturday, of the U. S. anti-Com- 
munist resolution. 


Majority support appeared as- 


sured fot U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles' proposal to 
rally united action against Red 
attempts to dominate any part of 
the Western Hemisphere. Eight of 
the 19 Latin-American nations at- 
tending the 10th conference here 
already have signified their back- 
ing of the "Dulles Doctrine." Sev- 
eral others were expected to jump 
on the bandwagon today. 


There still was" some question to- 


day what final-form the anti-Red 
resolution would take. There have 
been indications in the political 
committee discussing the issue that 
some Latin-American n a t i o n s 
would propose amendments to the 
U.S. formula. 


Guatemala Opposed 


Guatemala, a c c u s e d by the 


United States of being Communist- 
dominated, was the only n a t i o n 
voicing outright opposition to such 
a resolution. And Guatemalan For- 
eign Minister Guillermo Toriello, 
while promising a fight against 
the U.S. proposal, admitted today 
its adoption seemed certain. 


Adoption of the resolution would 


be a major diplomatic victory for 
Dulles, who stayed at the confer- 
ence beyond the time he had 
planned in order to push through 
his proposals. 


Already b a c k i n g the United 


States were Venezuela, Cuba, Pan- 
ama, Brazil, the Dominican Re- 
public, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Paraguay. 


Mexico has indicated it favors 


some action to curb Communist in- 
filtration in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, but wants the U. S. reso- 
lution to include "any totalitarian- 
ism.". It also proposes calling for 
joint action to be taken whenever 
"agents of foreign international 
communism" take control of an 
American state. 


Calls for Action 


The U. S. proposal calls for joint 


action when "the 
international 


Communist movement" dominates 
or controls a state's political insti- 
tutions.

The coroner's jury called the 


hospital staff, negligent. The Chi- 
cago M e d i c a l Society claimed 
there waa no negligence and de- 
clared the child had "adequate 
emergency treatment" at Wood- 
lawn. 


Gutknecht told Clark that tax 


exemptions are subject to annual 
review and suggested Clark make 
a study of tax exemptions granted 
other hospitals in Cook county. 


"We have in our files statements

Woodlawn, solely on the basis of 
inability to pay," Gutknecht said 
in his letter.

CRT s Sales 
Reach New 
Record High 


NEW YORK <«—Ten billion dol- 


lars in sales, more than l& bil- 
lions in taxes, 598 millions in prof- 
its—that's the record of General 
Motors Corp. for 1953. 


The sales of $10,027,985,482 were 


the highest in history for any pri- 
vate corporation and eclipsed by 
a wide margin the $7,549, 154,419 
in 1953, previous record for GM 
or any other firm. 


Net income of $598.119,478 was 


only the third highest for the giant 
auto manufacturer but GM kept 
its position as biggest money- 
maker in American industry, top- 
ping 1953 earnings of 553 million 
by Standard Oil Co. (N.J.) and 
491 million for the Bell Telephone 
System. 


Those Taxes! 


Direct taxes of $1,237,000,000 plus 


$661,000,000 collected by GM in 
sales and excise taxes came to 
51,898,000,000 equivalent to $21.77 a 
share of common stock, compared 
with net income of $6.71 a share. 


"Earnings continued to be ad- 


versely affected by excess .profits 
taxes and in 1953 earnings also 
were affected by higher material 
costs, particularly higher premium 
steel costs, higher labor costs in 
eluding large amounts for overtime 
premiums, and increased costs for 
special tools," said the annual re 
port. 


The report to GM's 495,000 stock- 


' holders, by Harlow H. Curtice, 


president, .and Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
chairman of the board, reported 
the company sold 3,780,000 pas- 
senger cars and trucks in 1953 
against 2,629V000 in 1952. Of 1953 
U. S. and Canadian .factory sales 
for passenger cars, GM had 45.7 
per sent. 


Income Lower 


The net ificome of $6.71 a share, 


after the annual requirement of 
$12,928,312 in preferred dividends, 
amounted to 6 per cent on net 
sales. This compared witfi 7.4 per 
cent on sales in 1952 when net in- 
come was $558,721,179 or $6.25 a 
share. The only years when net 
Income exceeded that for 1953 were 
1949 when it was $656,434,232 and 
1950 When it was $834,044,039. 


Assets at the end of the year 


were $4,405,475,042 compared with 
14,001,294,708 at th« end of 1952.
